Response to Arguments _ 



1 . Applicant's arguments filed on September 2, 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant's argument regarding claims 1-20 of Kurokami 769 reference recite 
that the controller controls operation of the converter, inverter and switch. When the 
detector detects a ground fault, the controller block the gate of the inverter, and holds 
an output voltage of converter to be higher than a peak value of alternate current 
voltage of the power system that means it varies the intermediate voltage. Further figure 
3 of the Kurokami 769 meets the structural limitation of the circuit. 



Double Patenting 



1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application.

2. Claims 1 -20 rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-20 of U.S. Patent No. 6,320,769. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because both sets of the claims are drawn to power converter for converting 
direct current power to alternate current power and supplying the alternate current 
power to a power system, which is done by detecting ground fault, adjusting output 
voltage, controller records information related to ground fault in a memory, controller 
has a setting unit for setting ground fault condition of the detector, a ground fault 
interrupter, solar battery array, power supply is a solar battery.
